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f, SECRETARY'S 28 OCTOBER SPEECH TO INDIAN COUNCIL ON 
WORLD AFFAIRS IN NEW DELHI INCLUDED THREE THEMES WHICH, 

IN OUR VIEW, MERIT REEMPHASIZING IN ROMANIA; (1) BLOCS, 
CONDOMINIUMS, SPHERES OF INFLUENCE ARE ANACHRONISTIC 
AND MORALLY AND POLITICALLY UNTENABLE; (2) THE US 
ATTITUDE TOWARD THE NONALIGNED IS PREDICATED ON THE 
PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY, MUTUAL RESPECT AND SHARED 
ENDEAVORS; AND (3), ACCORDINGLY, NO ACCOMMODATION AMONG 
COUNTRIES, HOWEVER POWERFUL, CAN BE DURABLE IF NEGOTIATED 
OVER THE HEADS OF OTHERS OR IF AN ATTEMPT IS MADE TO 
IMPOSE IT ON OTHERS. 

2. HOPE THESE THEMES CAN BE UNDERSCORED IN ANY PUBLIC 
REMARKS (INCLUDING TOASTS) THAT SECRETARY MAKES DURING 
BUCHAREST VISIT. WITH REGARD TO THEME 2 ABOVE, THE POINT 
TO BE MADE HERE IS THAT THESE PRINCIPLES ARE APPLICABLE 
NOT ONLY TO THE NON-ALIGNED (ALTHOUGH ROMANIA ACTS 
PRETTY NON-ALIGNED AT TIMES) BUT TO ALL NATIONS.
